The 
statement was frequently made that Canada had built railways fifty years in 
advance of the time when they would be needed and the population and pro- 
clu« live capacity of the country warranted. The greatest iinan dal danger 
confronting the Dominion, it was alleged, was its heavy commitments on 
account of railways. 

The fact that Canada possesses the greatest railway mileage per 
capita of any country in the world, and the further fact that a few years ago 
during the war the Canadian Northern, Grand Trunk and Grand Trunk Pa- 
c ific Railways got Into financial difficulties and had to be taken over by the

The Influence Of Environment In 
Racial Development 

John Bull takes his place among 
the highbrows. Professor D. O. Par¬ 
sons, English anatomist, says that 
for the past hundred yearn the 
skulls of his fellow-countrymen 
have been Increasing In length and 
twlght. rie adds that “this la a 
change which can be Attributed only 
to environment, since It In repeating 
no known ancestral shape." The dis¬ 
covery to regurded as of Bufficient 
importance to be laid before the 
Koyal Anthropological Society In 
such Impressive fashion are we given 
to understand that the highbrows of 
today are the descendants of the low¬ 
brows of yesterday. And wc are told 
further that "the discovery of this 
growth upward Is a strong argument 
for the influence of environment In 
racial developments and undermines 
faith in craniology as a guide to ra¬ 
cial relationships.'* 

Information is not at hand as to 
how Professor Parsons reached his 
conclusions. Was It a case of actually 
measuring the skulls of the departed, 
thus giving the lie to the assertion 
that dead men tell no tales? Did the 
anatomist carry science to the por¬ 
trait gallery? Or was the hatters' 
guild asked to supply figures for use 
in the comparison? It is conceivable 
that the size of grandfather's hat 
might play Its part in the undermin¬ 
ing of craniology as a means of de¬ 
termining racial relationships. 

Put however the result was ob¬ 
tained, there is reason for rejoicing 
because of it. It is gratifying, 
everywhere but in Chicago, to be 
told that the English are becoming 
highbrows. But the information is, 
of course, to be understood as apply¬ 
ing to the general. There were 
highbrows in Merry England in the 
brave days of old. No communica¬ 
tion to the Royal Anthropological 
Society will cause Francis Bacon, 
John Milton and Shakespeare to be 
numbered among the lowbrows. — 
Boston Transcript.

It 
was founded in 1740 with a subscrib¬ 
ed fund of 100 guineas, and soon af¬ 
terward the secretary had tlie un¬ 
pleasant duty of informing htn com¬ 
mittee that they had just one shilling 
left In the bank. 

But the hospital survived the crisis, 
and in the course of the ensuing 188 
years has developed, after many 
trials and tribulations, into the pres¬ 
ent vast organization. 

The London Hospital has eighteen 
operating theatres, fourteen special 
departments, a laundry that washes 
3,000,000 pieces a •year, four conval¬ 
escent homes and surgical annexes, 
a nurses* training school, a medical 
college and laboratories and equip¬ 
ment as complete as money and 
bruins can provide. 

Sucli a huge institution, run on the 
voluntary system, with its doors 
thrown open generously to every suf¬ 
ferer from every disease, needs a 
huge income; and it is due mainly to 
the mendicant proclivities of "the 
Prince of Beggars" that it has been 
able to carry on its great work.

To Port Churchill Is 
Planned For 1930 Season 


Ottawa. Government control of 
tdl radio broadcasting in Canada 
looms as a strong possibility of thc 
future. They have such a system in 
Great Britain and it may come to it 
hero before long. 

While there has been no official de¬ 
cision us yet, it is known that such 
a proposition is being considered by 
those who have to do with radio. 

A great deal of trouble Is being ex¬ 
perienced owing to the fact that 
many people — a fast increasing 
number wont to be into the broad¬ 
casting. whereas the channels of 
communication are very limited. 
Much conflict arises and complaints 
urc very numerous as to reception 
being spoiled and other disagreeable 
conditions existing. 

In consequence of this, it is learn¬ 
ed that come interests securing new 
licenses have been cautiously advis¬ 


ed not to make extensive financial 
commitments lest, as a development 
of the near future, the whole broad¬ 
casting business be taken over by tlio 
state. 

Heretofore, both in Canada and 
| the States, control over radio has 
been by license, but the broadcasts 
have been privately-owned enterpris- 
I us. 

In Great Britain it Is all done by 
the British Broadcasting Company, 
1 which is directly under the control of 
the British Government. 

Although similar course here has 
j not been decided upon, much is be¬ 
ing said in favor of it and complaints 
j regarding the present system tend 
strongly to encourage such a depar¬ 
ture along the same lines as the Bri¬ 
tish method. It is regarded as a 
strong possibility of the not distunt 
future.

A full report of the activities of 
last year by members of the Banff 
fish hatchery stall show that the .stag¬ 
gering amount of one million, seven 
hundred and sixty-six thousand, eight 
hundred trout l'ry wen placed in the 
streams of Alberta, under the direc¬ 
tion of Superintendent J. Martiu. A 
still further number In addition to the 
finny youngsters were eyed eggs to¬ 
talling 71,010, which were also plant¬ 
ed. 

Spray Lakes and the surrounding 
streams received the eyed eggs and 
205,800 of the total number of • ut- 
throat. Of the remaining 748,000, 
some 110,000 were distributed be¬ 
tween the Jumping Bound ami its 
tributaries, Tough and Lees creeks, 


near Cardston, Alta., and Big Hill 
and Cold creeks near Cochrane, Al¬ 
berta. Tho balance were placed in 
park waters. 

Of the Rainbow species, tributaries 
of the McLeod River in Northern Al¬ 
berta received 00,000; tributaries of 
the HigbwooU received 00,000, tribu¬ 
taries of tlie Elbow got 27,000, and, 
with the exception of 50,000 that were 
placed in the Old Man and Crow's 
Nest rivers, tributaries of the Bow 
got the remainder. The Bow River, 
running behind the Banff Springs 
Hotel, is popular lor its fisli. That it 
was a successful year for the Banff 
fish hatchery and that the benefit of 
this work will soon be felt by anglers, 
none can doubt. 


Ottawa. Navigation via the Hud¬ 
son Straits to Port Churchill in the 
season of 1930 is the present objec¬ 
tive of thc* Departments of Mariue 
and Fisheries and Railways and 
Canals. 

Plans are now being created foi 
the setting up in tho straits of two 
direction finding stations, similar to 
those operated by thc Department ol 
Marine on the Atlantic Coast, and in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. 

The Canadian Government ship, 
Montcalm, will leave for tho North 
about the middle of June, under thc 
direction ol Major N. 13. Mac Lean, 
and the vessel will spend the sum- 
inei in thc straits. She will cany 
with her additional supplies and 
equipment to enable the three Royal 
Canadian Air Force bases to con¬ 
tinue their work uuLU the autumn. 


During the summer, the work oil 
the dilcction finding stations will be 
commenced and the men who will be 
in charge of this work will take over 
much of the equipment which the air 
force will leave when they conclude 
their work and start South. The Fok* 
ker planes will be packed up and re¬ 
turned on the Montcalm. 

It is understood that the air force 
will retain these planes which were 
purchased specially for operation in 
the straits. 

The Department of Railways and 
Canals will probably send a special 
crew and equipment North to under¬ 
take the rebooting of the ship. Cana¬ 
dian Raider, which was beached last 
summer after some difficulties wets 
encountered.

Starting a Strawberry Plantation 


Strawberries Will Thrive On a Great 
VaniU Of Soils 

Strawberry plants will not stand 
being covered with water in early' 
spring or during the late winter, 
therefore good surface drainage is 
absolutely necessary. A gentle slope 
is tlie best place on which to plant. 
The strawberry will thrive on a great 
variety of soils, from a very light 
sund to heavy clay, but, according to 
a Dominion Department of Agrlcul -1 
ture bulletin on the “Cultivation Of j 
the Strawberry,’’ it is best to select 
a moderately light friable soil. A soil 
that docs not pack or bake is to be 
preferred as it ia important to get the 
young runner-plants rooted as early 
ub possible. Land under cultivation 
should be usel for u now strawberry 
plantation, us land which has been in 
sod for Home time is liublc to be in¬ 
fested with white grub. Land infest¬ 
ed with couch grass or other persis¬ 
tent weeds should be avoided. A tho¬ 
rough ploughing, disking, harrowing 
and rolling is necessary before plant¬ 
ing. Tho bulletin, which covers the 
whole subject of strawberry growing, 
may be obtained from the Publication 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa.
